American audiences was a job of 
quite another character It required 
months of patient planning and ol 
painstaking and involved negotiations. 
Equipment was transported to Saai- 
brucken from I Olldon by Caesar Saer- 
ehinger. Columbia's European repre- 
sentative. 

At the last minute Saerchinger was 
informed by rumor-mongers that the 
broadcast would nevei be allowed to 
go through, that the delicate equiment 
certaiulv would be sabotaged. I ha t 
would have meant the loss of a con- 
siderable outlay, for the broadcast was 
expensive. 

But Saerchinger stood his ground. 
And the broadcast came through as 
clearly and smoothly as anv local 
show We went on first with a "color' 
story ol conditions in the Saar. and 
Inter with the results of the Ple- 
biscite, the only American broadcasting company to 
cover thr event 

One of the most striking examples ol ihc carefully 
planned technical job was the multiple pickup coverage 
ol the arrival of the fleet in New York harbor last Sum- 
mer It took months to iron out all the technical dif- 
ficulties on papei. 

Our crew consisted of observers stationed on the 
airplane carrier Lexington who had traveled up with 
the ship from Cuba in order to have Ihc equipment in 
readiness, and other observers stationed on President 
Roosevelt's reviewing ship, on board a Coast Guard 
cutter cruising the bay, along rooltup* on Riverside 



Drive, on a lower Manhattan skyscrapcf and aboard a 
plane circling above Ambrose Channel and the Battery. 

then accounts were cleared through a central 
control system which permitted direction ol the whole 
broadcast from my headquarters at Columbia We 
all wore two-way earphones, making u possible to 
listen w uii one ear to the broadcast as it went On the 
air, while following directions which I transmitted ovei 
a private line with the other In this manner the ka- 
lexdescopic broadcast, picked up from so many points, 
could he merged into one smooth show. 

QOMKTJM'ES sneer tucK plays an important part in 
O radio coverage, as for example the incident which oc- 
curred when Paul Douglas and Henry Grossman were 
out on the Akron disaster 

It was nasty weather, blowing a :ainv gale Gross- 
man and Douglas were cruising over thr gray churning 
waters searching for debris and possible survivors ol the 
Akron, when the second tragedy ol that gum day oc- 
curred. Beneath the plane in wliith they were flying, 
the blimp /-i got out ol control and crashed into the 
sea. causing the death of several men. 

They landed al Atlantic City where Douglas rushed 
to the CBS station by taxi to put a hasty bulletin of 
the crash on the air. Then they took to the air again 
and circled over the wreckage of the blimp while Doug- 
las from a short-wave transmitter in the plane, gave an 
eye-witness account of the rescue attempts. I ins was 
icked up by a short-wave receiver on shore and re- 
roadcast to the network. 

"Whew!" was Douglas' only comment when they 
landed hours later, battered and weary. "And litis was 
my day off!" 

With the conquering of technical difficulties, we 
now regard the whole world as our studio 

THOSE wiio tune in at such times as -pcci al programs 
are announced, may expect more and more thrills 
Irom abroad Al present I am negotiating for an ex- 
change ol interesting programs with the British Broad- 
casting Company and contemplating a pickup from all 
five continents. 

In the meantime Ihe human drama may break out 
again literajly right under our noses, as in the case of 
the East Kiver steamship disaster, where we were able 
to rush two survivors right up to our Studios on Madi- 
son Avenue for eye-witness accounts. 

What'll the next job be? Fire, e.uihquake or flood? 
You learn to expect anything when that phone begins 
to jangle. 

Is it any wonder they call this the "Brainstorm" 
or "Aspirin ' department?

Although in her se-.enties, and a great-grandmother, 

Madame Scbununn-IIeink singi on the radio every Smii- 
day a/teriioon. She has tht distinction oi baling lived 
to see her name acbme a place in grand opera that is 
almost legendary. 

Carleton Smith, her friend and critic, in previous 
instalments has told o/ her rich associations among kings 
and commoners, ol her stage experience, ol her begin- 
nings in grand opera both abroad and in America. 
Iltreuith is presented the ninth instalment ol bis story 
ol her lilt. 

SO NOW We come to our l«sl article, my son." 
Mother Schumann-Heink looked up and smiled, 
and then she turned her head toward the window, 
After a long lime she spoke again: "All things come to 
an end, you know, and old Schumann-! leink will too. 
one of these days. No longer will she sing »nu and 
try to make people happy. I have had a lo-j: life, but 
still the saddest thing is to end my career. I thank Cod 
every day for the radio that I can go on and sing for so 
many people. 



"I thank Htm lur lho.-c Who live in Milages and the 
(arm, near the soil . . . them I love." 

She gazed on the high waves that were beating 
against (he shore of Lake Michigan. She seemed to be 
looking lar away and not to see them. Mother Scbu- 
mann-l leink was thinking back over her lile: 

THOSE long years when she had only soup, black 
bread and coffee. And everywhere around her she 
saw poverty and hunger ... 1 ler desire for all the things 
she couldn't have: warmth, enough food and enough 
clothes . . . And then her desire to sing. The lit tic old 
bruken-down piano she bought for a dollar when she 
was thirteen . . . Her father's strong objection to her 
studying . . . His shout: "Vat? Vat? A singer actress, a 
bad woman? You, m> child. Vault to be an actress? 
Ncfer. nefer!" 

Mother was thinking back over these things, I knew. 
She remembered the lonely hours after the director o( 
the Vienna opera told her to go home and buy a sewing 
machine. 

At thai time no one believed in her. There 
was her first concert, when she appeared in her only 
shabby dress and with street shoes because she had no 
slippers. 

When she asked for bigger roles so that she

could earn more money lo feed her babies, the director 
lilused. saving: "You! I irst contralto? Impossible." 

And she spoke back lo hint, scarcely believing it 
was herself: "I will be first contralto, not only ol Ger- 
many but of the whole woild." 

All this was vivid in Mothers mind, and she was 
a bit downcast — a mood she seldom has. 

1 COULD not disturb the quiet. I seemed to see it 
1 too. bu! I thought of us. her public— the listeners ol 
the three generalions that have known her art. I 
thought of what she stands for and what -\\t li — one of 
Cod's messengers! 1 thought of the inspiration she is 
lo all who come within the sound of her voice . . . 01 
how h*r bountv nis enriched millions of lives. I 
thought of the triumph, the other side of the picture 
. . . oi how she now defies ideal fireside years. 

I remembered the pictures ol her at ISnyrculh: of 
the receptions before the Kaiser and Queen Victoria , . . 
ol the triumphs; ol the greai colleagues now gone and 
■•he line alone, the la<t leaf on the tree." It did not 
seem possible that bc>idc me was the mosi wonderful 
woman of modern history. All the medals and scrolls 
and honors ihai have been given lo her 1 Not 10 all 
the history of music has there been another like her 
she. of whom an early critic said: "She has no lace, no 
figure, and a very doubtful voice." I hen I thought ol 
the earlv Bayicuth Festpiele book. She alone ol all the 
singers 'was included with Richard Wagner and his 
family, and there, printed thirty years ago, is the lesti- 
monv ol me great t.ciunn arnst and critic, Adoll 
Miihlmann. I'raiislalcd, it leads: 

Willi Ernestine Schumann-Heink. all is in one: 
The woman, the mother, the artist, the ac- 
tress—and that one is singularly great. She evokes 
an incomparable grandeur with a naturalness lhat 
makes anv dissenlion superfluous. Who. as long as 
we are lucky enough to enjoy her living poitm.il-. 
would analvae her aesthetically? Who could describe 
her in her roles? It would be pedantic futility to 
seek the origin of her magic art. No one with 
phiascs out of written vocabulary could poriiay [he 
re-creation which she attains with senile fidehiy 
lo (he Matter's work. Hear her, see her, and take 
hei into the depth ol your soul, and as long as you 
live the memory will be therein . . •" 

And I though! of the thousands ol letters that at- 
test this lact ... the soldier bins Who writ*, the poor 
ciipples who love to hear her c\ciy Sunday, and thou- 
sands who came lo see her in vaudeville. I remembered 
the letter primed in a Chicago paper last month, which 
tells more than a whole biography can: 

Ever notice how grumpy folks are on entering 
an elevator? Saturday I saw the usual sour faces 
gelling a tree ride, but I also witnessed a grand 
sight. I he elevator operator opened the door to 
receive some more tomato faces, when in swept a 
grand lady with a greeting "rive gehts" to all. Im- 
medtaldv the T.rva ripened inlo a big smile. With 
a friendly bit of philosophy to those near her she 
descended, and on leaving SBC bade lis all ' jii/ wie- 
dersehn" It was Mme. Schumann-Heink, magn. li- 
cence personified. We could set this old world on 
its feet again if we'd embrace such a wonderlul per- 
sonality. 

AND so we could. Yel here she was, this wonderlul 
old granny of all (iod I people, wondering tl net hie 
had been worth while ... Perhaps, Carleton I have done 
a little good', Sonic people seem to like me." she said as 
she turned around, a doubtful expression on her lace. 
"I used lo sec them leave happier than when they came 
to my concerts, and aflcr they had heard the sweet, 
beautiful songs.

Winchell, the Hard-Boilcd, Standi Revealed as the Fighting 
Champion of the Underdog, Despite His $3,500 Weekly In- 
take from One Source, His Salary from Another, His Syn- 
dicate Earnings and a Few Et Ceteras in Kind

Called the Cray Ghost ol Broadway. Waller Win- 
cbell nevertbeleu is wore at bnme with his family than 
in the night clubs where he goes to gather news tor bis 
syndicated columns and bfoaJf4sts, Into his thirty- 
snen years he has packed many accomplishments: 
starring on the an. originating a new Voeue in lira's- 
paper column-writing, ung'ug and dancing <m the stage. 

Herewith is presented the seventh instalment ol his 
story: 

AS the years progressed; Winchell began lo ejrn 
the reputation of being a hard-boiled, heartless 
and mercenary character. Vcngelul and jealous 
foes circulated uncomplimentary stories about him. but 
be continued on his blithe way. paying lit lie or no at- 
tention to the unfounded rumors. 

But Winchell has a code of ethics far superior lo 
the one implied bv his abusive crilics.

He made a special trip to 
see the manager and had a talk with him. I here were 
no threats— just a lung hcart-to-hcait talk between 
two men. As a result of the confab, the manager mar- 
ried the girl, and today they 
are still happily married and 
the parents of lwo children. 

The slaying of Arnold 
Itothstein, noted gambler, 
would have been of little con- 
sequence lo Walter, had it not 
been for the fact that he 
penned a paragraph in his col- 
umn a few days before the guns 
barked. Here's what Winchell 
wrote: "1 he mobs are grum- 
bling ominously because of the 
welching activities of the town's 
greatest gambler." 

Waller chuckled as he re- 
lated the story of how the at- 
mosphere in his office turned 
blue with sulphur as Bernarr 



MacPadden. publisher of the 
Graphic, and limile Gauvreau 
stormed and fumed and de- 
manded thai he reveal the iden- 
tity ol the gunman who was 
responsible fur Roihstein's 
death. 

"Ol course I didn't know."

He went 
to medical in Chicago. It was about the mid- 
dle of his junior year that a professor found 
him rehearsing an amputation with a musical 
saw. A hurried consultation, the only one in 
which Ihc unpromi-ing doctor ever was to lake 
pan. brought about The decision that he was 
not destined for physical therapy. 

Once back in Louisville, young Bond found 
no place for himself. So after fiddling around 
at odds and ends in the musical world, he 
da«hed off lo Alexandria I ouisiana, to direct 
choirs and choruses.

from view. Later, he could aend for his 
wife. 

These were the thoughts that ran 
through l-crguson's mind as he sal and 
listened to lite radio He wasn't happy, 
of couisc. Upon hi, spirit a shadow lay. 
for he njwlizcd that never, until the day 
he died, could he feel absolutely safe from 
the law.

WineheH's switch to the Mirror is par- 
ticularly important. It was as a member 
of the New York Mirror that he was first 
attracted lo radio, and it was here also 
that his bitter feud with Al Jolson llarcd 
to a white heat 

Ironically enough, his first series of 
broadcasts was a failure. In 1930. sescral 
months after he had been signed by the 
Mirror, he received a message from Will- 
iam S. Paley. President of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, requesting him (o 
stop in at his office on a mailer of busi- 
ness. 

Walter was mystified by the message. 
What could the President of CBS want 
with him? He found out soon enough. 

Mr. Adam Gimbel. head of Oimbel 
Brothers' department slore. and also own- 
er of the Saks stores, had an idea that 
the public would like to listen to Win- 
chell as well as to read his column. It 
didn't take long to enthuse Walter on the 
idea of conquering a new realm, and he 
signed a thirleen-week contract lo broad- 
cast for the Saks stores over a local hook- 
up — meaning New York City only. 

"I guess I didn't set the world on fire." 
tells Winchell humorously, "for Mr. Gim- 
bel didn't renew my contract." 

But that initial radio experience whetted 
Walter's appetite for the liille black box 
that sent his voice into thousands of 
homes. He began to cast 3bout for an- 
other sponsor. After several weeks of 
futile effort he was ready to throw up the 
sponge when a shoe company entered into 
the picture and signed him for thirteen 
weeks over a CBS wire. This time Wal- 
ter's glib word-painting and news flashes 
clicked with the public, pan mail began 
to arrive in great quantities, and the radio 
editors commented favorably on the 
quality of his broadcasts, prom this 
point on the Great Gabber progressed re- 
markably in radio 

Radio Row gasped however, when an- 
other sponsor signed him to a twenty-six- 
week contract over a national CBS hook- 
up, at a thousand dollars weekly por the 
first time Mr. and Mrs. America listened 
in on his nervous, staccato and fast-mov- 
ing broadcasts. It was almo-i unbeliev- 
able that a mere news chatterer should 
limn such a strong foothold in radio in so 
remarkably short a period of time. 

Eyebrows were lilted even higher a few 
weeks later when Grorge W. Hill, Presi- 
dent of a tobacco companv. engineered a 
stunt which made Winchell the first per- 
son who ever figured in a "baseball play- 
er" deal in radio. 

"When Mr. Hill's agents approached 
me," relates Waller. "I regretfully in- 
InrmeJ him that I already was under ex- 
clusive contract, but lhat didn't stop Mr. 
Hilt. He negotiated a deal and paid the 
existing sponsor an immense sum to re- 
move the 'exclusive' clause from the con- 
Uaet. As an additional incentive he paid 
$1.1)00 a week, which was my weekly wage, 
lor the duralion of mv contract. Mr. Hill 
then paid me Js.'OO a week for my broad- 
casts for his companv. Thus, I became 
radio's first double-header, broadcasting on 
Tuesday night at 9 o'clock over the CBS 
chain, and at 10 o'clock the same evening 
over an NBC hook-up. This arrange- 
ment continued for twelve weeks, when 
the first contract was purchased by Mr. 
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Hill's people. I remained with them ex- 
clusively [or nine months, when what 
might have become a nervous breakdown 
forced me from the air for six weeks. I 
returned lo finish my contract, which still 
had three months to run. at which lime 
I was signed by still another company. I 
am now in my third year for them. 

In a roundabout way Waller learned 
lhat thousands of American sailors faced 
starvation because American ship owners 
preferred hiring foreigners who would 
work lor less money than Ihe Yankee tars. 
Walter's blood boiled, and Ihe kilocycles 
rang with his caustic and bitler comment 
about ihe patriotism of [he Merchant 
Marine. He confined his blasts chiefly lo 
radio, for he warned the message to strike 
home— ripht in the parlors of the Ameri- 
can people. 

"Write to your Congressman!" roared 
Waller into the microphune. "Make ihem 
do something about this condition !** 

In a few weeks more than a million let- 
ters had been received by the legislators. 
Congress undertook an investigation that 
substantiated Walter's charges, and the 
condition was remedied. 

Orchids to Winchell 

As a direct result of this campaign. Wal- 
ler was visited by a delegation of unem- 
ployed seamen— big. burly men with bat- 
lered faces and horny fists— rough men 
who would light lo the death at ihe drop 
of a hat. They walked into his office, and 
stood about uneasily, finally the spokes- 
man stepped lorv-ard. right hand concealed 
behind his back. 

"You'w a white guv. Mr. Winchell." 
he blurted, "and us sartors ain't the ones 
lo forgel a favor. If you ever want us 
lo lake care of anybody for you. just send 
the word around lo Ihe boys." 

He hesitated a second, and then re- 
moved his hand from behind his back.

For Ihe immediate 
future he was all washed up. so far as Keith lime was concerned 
Variety ads were 10 plentiful in those days that return engage- 
ment* could be far between. 

So John James of London and Waterloo decided to brave ihe 
Shubert offices. "Stay away." he was warned by the inure exper- 
ienced "Or. better yet, change your name and tell them >uu*\c 
never played in New York before." 

"Who'll I tell 'cm I am— Paderewski^" a«ked the pianist. 
"Naw." *aid hi* literal-minded adviser. "Don't try to be a 
big shot, lake some little name they never heard of." Little 
name' I here was the answer in pellet form, >o John James 
Leonard became, for the MKC of cakes and lea — although Tea 
doesn't conic into the pictuie until later— Little Jack Little. 

The l ea matter might just as well be disposed of right here 
Hut's the givei: name of the young lady to whom Jack was 
married around eight years ago. And lea Little has been his 
constant inspiration ever since. Oddly enough he never for a 
moment has had a cloud to disturb the complete peace of his 
martial adventure— yet the mosi popular song he ever composed 
(and he has written many hits) was Jca!ou>.

Listeners and raJio cxecuii\c> loved his highly 
individual style — but nary a *p"iisor would walk up to the wicket 
and lay down his cash It was all very discouraging, so after 
summarising !u*> situation Little decided thai what he needed was 
a band as a background. So he organized one. went inlo a New 
York hotel with il— and awaited a commercial Santa daus 

I hi tigs didn't change a bit until one day nOI so long ago — 
when who should come riding out of ihe lia'st like young Loch- 
invar bui an advertiser bent on >ei/ing lack as an attraction!
